Peace  and  security  will  be  assured  when  the 
peoples  of  the  world  unite  as  one  large  family 
and  cooperate  toward  a  common  goal.  As  in  a 
well  regulated  family  the  center  of  unity  is  the 
mother,  so  the  great  family  of  nations  could  be 
maintained  in  unity  by  the  influence  of  a  mother, 
the  universal  Mother  of  God  and  of  men.
